Atomic Energy Commission are 
usually notable chiefly for reti­ 
cence. However, the current ac­ 
counting to Congress, while meet­ 
ing security requirements, offers 
revealing anti reassuring glimpses 
of the vast operations which have 
such profound implications for the 
future of the nation and the world. 
Progress has been made iii the 
development 
of 
atomic 
flower 
plants for driving naval vessels 
and aircraft. Without admitting 
that it has constructed a hydrogen 
bomb, AEC claims “high and 
somber significance" for the ther­ 
monuclear tests at the Eniwvtok 
proving grounds in November. 
While the destructive phase of 
atomic 
energy 
absorbs 
much 
money and effort, its constructive 
uses, which hold so much hope 
for mankind, have not liocn ne­ 
glected. Thus AEC is able to re­ 
port that development of reactors 
for industrial power made "long­ 
er forward strides" in the last 
half of 1952 than in any similar 
period in the 10-year history of 
nuclear fission. Construction of 
large reactors for plants and util­ 
ities is now no more than “a few 
years.” 
Important new sources for ura­ 
nium are being developed, among 
them the phosphate rock of Fla. 
and AEC hopes current explora­ 
tion will yield others in the Black 
Hills area of South Dakota and in 
Wyoming and Colorado, Expan­ 
sion in uranium production has

Some indication of the scope of 
AEC operations is offered by its 
estimate that the nation’s invest­ 
ment in atomic properties, plants 
and equipment will reach $7,500,- 
000,000 by the end of 1953. Plant 
building, approximately $90,000,- 
000 a month, accounts for 5 per 
cent of all construction in the 
country.
